“The boy insists on going,”’ the 


father told me. ‘‘He claims that 
every young man should get a 
degree if his parents, can af- 
ford it. He says a young man is 
handicapped these days without 
one. I can afford him a college 
training, but I believe that col- 
lege boys pay too much atten- 
tion to football and too little to 
learning. I was a self-made man. 
I got along all right.” 

Thus spoke the father, and, of 
course, what he said was the an- 
swer to his worry. 

The father was prejudiced and 
at the same time ignorant. What 
he said about football and learn- 
ing is not true. But why did he 
have to consult a_ psychiatrist 
‘to find that out? Why didn’t he 
consult the boy's high . school 
principal, who would have known

Could Sen. Williams 
Be Indulging Politics? 


Sen. John J. Williams again has ac- 
cused the Truman administration of laxity 
in enforcing income tax laws. In a speech 
on ‘the Senate floor he charged that spe- 
cial treatment was given to Frank Cam- 
marrata, now a Michigan convict, in a 
case growing out of his failure to pay in- 
come taxes from 1939 to 1946.

Is it too much to ask why indictments 
and prosecutions in the case have not been 
undertaken in the last year? Could the 
senator be indulging in a bit of pre-elec- 
tion politics?

The Tarheels Are 
Slowing Down‘a Bit 


Comparison of speed checks made by 
the North Carolina Highway Commission 
in October, 1952, and again in 1953 shows 
the drivers in the Tarheel State are slow- 
ing down. 

The tests were made at 29 points on the 
highways. Care was taken that the drivers 
would not know the check was in progress. 

Average speed for passenger cars had 
dropped from 48.6 in‘1952 to 46.7 in 1953. 
Commercial vehicle speed had declined 
from 44.7°to 42.2. Taking all vehicles 
across the board, drivers had eased up 
from a 1952 average of 47.4 to a 45.4 for 
last year. |

What seems to have happened to 
the President to contribute most to 
the assurance that he lacked ear- 
lier is that now, since he has com- 
piled his program for Congress, at 
which he spent long hours with his 
aides and experts, he had some- 
thing definite with which to identi- 
fy himself. And, along with that, 
an objective which is so important 
to a military man, .

It is made up of measures that he 
thinks good for the country and 
our people, he explained, and he 
Is going to work for their enact- 
ment, adding—with his jaws set— 
and make no mistake about that.

‘political danger, he said he would 


not know. He said he is not too 
smart politically. We'll find out in 
time whether the program is un- 
palatable politically. But, he add- 


ed, he believes it is right and best 


for the country as a whole. 

We may take with a grain of 
salt the President's deprecation of 
his political astuteness. It may 
turn out, once he understands a 
political issue and its ramifications, 
that he is a better politician than 
some of his old-line party lead- 
ers credit him with being.

Rules Congress 


WASHINGTON—Whether one likes it or 
not, the most significant fact about the present 
session of Congress is that it is governed not 
by a two-party but by a “‘four-party system.”

The steps 
are clear—first comes adoration, 
and through adoration to commun- 
ion, and through communion to 
dedication, and through dedication 
to your best and highest self.

day must necessarily concéde that the major part of the President’s 
program will be adopted by Congress in some form and that, if the 
remainder comes to a vote, it will also be approved with the changes 


that -are required in order to 
attain majority support. 


The names “Republican” and 
‘‘Democrat’”” in Congress are 
meaningless except for political 
fireworks and campaign. pur- 
poses or for the procedural side 
of the two houses of Congress. 
So far as lawmaking is con- 
cerned, there are four separate 
blocs or parties and the labels by 
which they hay be described are 
by no means conceded to be 
accurate. 

There is in the Congress a 
small conservative group—not 
over 10 per cent. The real ma- 
jority is a ‘‘conservative liberal’ 
group as differentiated from a 
“radical liberal’ group. 

The “conservative liberals’’ 
comprise at least 15 to 20 Demo- 
crats and more'than 40 Republi- 
cans. The “radical liberals’ are 
to be found in the Democratic 
Party only, though it might be 
“that one or’ two Republicans 
would join that bloc on certain 
issues. The “radical liberals’ 
eannot command 20 votes out of 
the 96 on any really extreme 
issue. 

The four-party system prevails 
primarily on domestic. issues. 
The Democrats who are ‘‘con- 
servative liberals’’ believe in 
maintaining individual initiative 


and enterprise as against gov- 
ernment ownership and the “‘wel- 
fare state’’—the characteristic 
theme of the “radical liberal,’’ 
along with a tendency to put the 
government in control of every- 
thing. ' 
President Eisenhower's legisla- 
tive program has been called a 
“middle of the road’’ program. 
If by this is meant a series of 
compromises between extremes, 
it is an incorrect designation. 
What the President has dore is 
tou lend the weight, of his office 
ty certain positions which e 
thinks are desirable and svund 
whether they come from the left 
side or the right side. It’s 2 
recognition of fundamental prin- 
ciples of fairness and equity. 
That’s why Mr. Eisenhower 
will get a working majority, 
which will be drawn from the

on one issue will resemble the 
lineup on another issue.

Certainly the last man you'd ever have nominated 
to toll the bell for the Cleveland Browns was this man. 
Confess, I will, that he does have the solemn, solicitous 
bearing of an undertaker, and that his manner is appro- 
priately careful and delicate. But Paul Brown was there 
at their birth and he has been leading them by the hand 
all these years. 

The attachment is a little closer than that, yet. The Browns 
are the first major athletic team carrying the name of their teader 
since Cleveland called its American League baseball team the 
oa Naps after the great Canuck, Napoleon 
Lajole. 

‘I'm not sure you'd better call me 
the man who coaches the Cleveland 
Browns,’’ said the man of the same 
name, “I've now become the fellow who 


can't do anything with the Detroit 
Lions.”

there to do something about the Senior 
Row!, which he won from Steve Owen.

The New York 
Giants handled that assignment for 
Brown recently. They fired him.

“Frankly,” said Brown, “‘I don't see how we held together 
like we did last year. I couldn't see it at the start of the season. 
Now we've already lost three oldtimers, Lin Houston, George 
Young and Derrell Palmer, all eight-year men, They've been with 
us since we started, but they’re retiring. 

“Otto Graham's $2, and I don’t know how much longer we 
can expect him to hold together.” 

Brown finds no cheer in the course of Graham's perform- 
ance last season. He started like the greatest quarterback in 
the world, which he probably was, and he tailed off shock- 
ingly. His last two days, against the Philadeiphia Eagles and 
against Detroit in the playoffs, were walking nightmares.

There is, however, a decided slack 
in the way the Browns acquit themselves when Ratterman takes 
charge. If Brown were half as handsomely backed up at quarter 
as at fullback, he’d probably give Graham a gentle shove into 
the nearest pasture and suggest he graze out his last days.

It hasn’t been too many harvests since Marion Motley was 
elected the man any athlete would least like to be run over by. But 
now the big Negro boy is 34 and hopelessly out of trim. His in- 
firmities were so thoroughly ignored last season though, because 
of a reckless human tank named Harry Jagade, who threw him- 
self at the Detroit line in the playoff game like one possessed by 
devils.

SHOP AROUND 


First off, shop around to find 
the restaurant that offers a va- 
riety of vegetables, salads, fruits 


‘and meats, baked or broiled. A 


cafeteria is often a good choice. 

The rule-of-thumb in dieting is 
to put the accent on the main 
course, the lean meats, fish or 
fowl, and the vegetables, and 
limit the starchy foods to one at 
a meal. Vegetables sound so 
slimming . . . it's deceptively 
easy to overlook the calorie count 
in the starchy ones—lima beans, 
corn, peas, potatoes and rice. 
If you choose one of these 100 
count vegetables, omit roll or 
bread, And skip the fried vege- 
tables, creamed and casserole 
dishes.

Last Sunday I wrote of the Mennonite families who have 
moved to middle Georgia from Virginia—on recommendation of a 
reader whose family in Virginia was in touch with the situation. 

Today comes a letter from Mrs. Charles H. Angstadt of 689 
Erin Ave., SW, who is well acquainted with the Mennonites from 
her childhood in Pennsylvania and who evokes all sorts of mouth- 
watering pictures with her talk of their food. 

When I opened Mrs. Angstadt’s letter I found it pleasantly 
plump. (You know that kind of nice letter, rounded out with 
pictures and clippings and sometimes shared mail from other peo- 
ple? Every family ought to have at least one Fat-Letter cor- 
respondent.) Mrs. Angstadt sent along the picture of the old 
colonial meeting house, which was built in 1770 in Germantown, 
Pa., the first Mennonite church in America. 

It's a sturdy, rock-walied little building with white shutters 
and gleaming white tombstones leaning slightly over the grassy 
graves in the front yard. The church, Mrs. Angstadt tells me, 
fronts heavily trafficked Germantown Ave., which was once a 
cowpath. In the same city there is also a famous Dutch market 
where shoo-fly pie can be had, along with apple butter, pot cheese 
and other Dutch delights. 

“The Mennonites are wonderful farmers and cooks,” 
Mrs. Angstadt. ‘‘They are noted for their industry, thrift and 
cleanliness. They speak a mixture of low German and col- 
loquial English and fight constantly against worldliness.”’ 

Mrs. Angstadt recommended that their new Georgia neigh- 
bors who might wish to know more about the “Plain People” 
as the Mennonites, Dunkarks and Amish call themselves, read 
the works of Helen Remensnyder Martin, who has written a 
number of novels. Among Mrs. Martin’s best-known works is 
**Tillie, a Mennonite Maid.” 

“On our last trip up there in November,” wrote Mrs. Angstadt, 
“we returned from Philadelphia to Atlanta by way of Coatsville, 
Lancaster, York and Columbia, passing through the very heart 
of the Pennsylvania Dutch farm country. 

“We passed many of these people, some jogging along the 
roads in horse-drawn buggies. The women wear little caps and 
the men wear broad-brimmed hats. The children dress just like 
their elders. I bought a set of cast-iron Amish dolls. The little 
girl wears a bonnet and full skirt just like her ma’s and the boy 
is an exact replica of his pa, except for the beard.’’ 

The Angstadts stopped and bought a bag of big soft pretzels 
and a big piece of Lebanon bologna, which they brought back 
and shared with that colorful and well-known Georgian, Tubby 
Walton. It seems that Mr. Walton received the Lebanon bologna 
after church on Sunday night and took out his pocketknife and 
started carving and eating it right away. . 

I've never seen any Lebanon bologna to recognize it but I 
understand how Mr. Walton felt. Just thinking about it makes 
me hungry. I wonder if our new Mennonite neighbors down near 
Montezuma have got their kitchens in order and have started 
turning out their famous food yet.

McCarthy (R-Wis) announced to

One after another, the 
three of them-—Senators McClel- 
lan (D-Ark), Symington (D-Mo) 
and Jackson (D-Wash) —reaf- 
firmed at the same news con- 
ference in McCarthy’s ‘presence 
that they and probably ‘‘no 
Democratic senator’ would serve 
on the committee until MecCar- 
thy’s hiring and firing powers 
are modified. 

At the windup of the confer- 
ence McCarthy told newsmen: 

“It appears for the first time 
we may work out a system 
whereby the chairman has the 
right to hire a staff and fire it, 
and members can ask for the 
right to discharge individuals.
